Monday the directors of the Decatur 


Traction and Electric company held 
their annual meeting and declared a 
cash dividend of 1 1-2 pet cent, the 
flrat cash dividend in the history of the 
afreet car business In this city. Ten 
years ago a dividend of 1 1-s per cent 
was declared that was paid In stock. 
The dividenJ 1st a small one but It Is 


t taken to indicate that perhaps there 


may be near a d»j in the street car 
car business wher. the balance will 
remain on th*» light s!<Je of the led- 
ger. The capitul stock of the com- 
pany is $250,0uu 
The net earnings 


at the rate of 1 1-2 per cent therefor 
amounted to $3730 As compared with 
the capitalization it Is small but It 
la bettei than a deficit. 


Two Million Passengers. 


Including cash fares, tickets bought 


- ftt the lour cent rate and transfers, the 


company during the year Just closed 
carried 3.100,000 passengers. That la 
350,000 more than wa» carried In the 
year Ju»t proceeding. The number of 
transfers U8t>d was less than the year 
before by 119. That Is a rather peculi- 
ar feature of the business In view of 
the large increase in the total number 
of passengers carried. The 
largest 


•ingle day's business was Jt»00. which 
ineana that 18.000 cash fares were car- 
ried. 


The four through cars running be- 


tween the railway aUtions and Oak- 
land park did more thon half of the 
total business; to be exact, those cars 
did 52 per cent of all of the business. 
If the other cara would carry pussen- 
gers at the same rate* that those cars 
do, the stock In the Decatur Traction 
and Electric company would be quot- 
ed at a high figure. 


Higher Wage*. 


Secretary W. L. Shellabarger 
sug- 


gested to the board of directors that 
the motormeu and the conductors on 
the cara of the Traction company be 
paid higher wages. The 
board 
ap- 


proved the suggestion but there was no 
decision as to how much the increase 
should be. 


Small, or apparently small increases 


in the wages of the men make a big 
difference in the earning? 
of 
the 


company when the margin is so small. 
Secretary Shellnbarger said last night 
that an increase of 1 cent per hour in 
the wages of all of the motormen and 
conductors would amount to between 
$1700 and $1800 per annum. The last 
time that there was an increase the 
men were given one cent more on the 
lour and that figured out more- than 
11600 per annum. It Is evident that as 
the company comes Into the enjoyment 
of an increased business the disposi- 
tion Is to share It with the men.
